Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: with regards to claims 5-9, Applicants basically 
argue that the prior art of record, and in particular, Morishima and Osman do not describe or suggest that a part of a melody or ring tome 
be selected with a cursor, or using a cursor to select part of audio information available for use. Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Shanahan discloses editing or sampling a portion of a desired, reading on "allowing the user to select part of the audio information/' 
Morishima was used to overcome the limitation of "a cursor" used for selecting, as cited in the previous Office Action Therefore, in view of 
the previous arguments, Examiner maintains rejection. 
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
